Tends Strongly Toward Prohi­ 
bition. 
At last night’s session of the city 
council, City Attorney T. P. Holt sub­ 
mitted an ordinance on general clean­ 
liness which contains a notable clause. 
Beginning with an innocent and ordi­ 
nary prohibition of spitting on stair­ 
ways and other public places, there 
follows this interesting section: 
“Section 2.—That it shall be un­ 
lawful for any person to resort to the 
stairways or halls of the public build­ 
ings, or to the water closets in said 
city of Ada, for the purpose of drink­ 
ing ‘Tin-Top.’ ‘Uno,’ ‘White Mule,’ or 
any other like drink, so called ‘Terri­ 
torial drinks.’ ” 
And the offense is made punishable by 
a fine of any sum not exceeding $10. 
This section two is likely to raise a 
storm of protest among the dipsoman­ 
iacs who will view this regulation as 
an unwarranted extension of the pro­ 
hibition law. a tyrannical encroach­ 
ment upon the last vestige of “person­ 
al liberty” in I udian Territory. For, 
through immemorial usage, by right of 
prescription, so lo speak, has not the 
down town closet become recognized 
as the “white mule” garage, the Per- 
una club house, the boozers buffets 
Indeed it might be argued that many of 
these closets are not fit for anything 
I 
There will be ample time, however, 
for those dissatisfied with this rigor­ 
ous measure to file their protest. The j 
ordinance will not put upon its final j 
passage before next month.

Big Birds on Small Wings. 
In the attem pt to discover so mw 
universal law of bird flight, scientists 
have disclosed concerning a number 
of species a most p dx sling paradox, 
perhaps the most mysterious of the 
enigmas that the subject 
presents, 
says a writer in Everybody’s Maga­ 
zine. It is that in a number of birds 
and insects the size of the wings de­ 
creases in proportion to the increase 
iu alae of the body of the flyiug crea­ 
ture. 
The Australiin crane, for in­ 
stance. weighs over 300 times more 
than the sparrow, but in proportion 
nas only one-seventh the wing area 
of the smaller bird. 
This curious fact 
is equally striking if we compare birds 
with insects. 
lf the gnat were 
in­ 
creased in size until it was as large as 
the Australian crane and if the wings 
of the insect were enlarged to main­ 
tain the proportion they now bear to 
its body, they would be about 150 
times larger than the crane’*. It re­ 
quires 3.62 square feet of wing area 
per pound to float the banks wallow, 
but to sustain the tawny vulture, a 
m onster bird in comparison, requires 
only .68 of a square foot of wing sur­ 
face per pound cf body. The albatross, 
weighing 18 pounds, has a spread of 
wiug of ll feet and 6 inches, while the 
trum peter swan, weighing* 28 pounds, 
has a spread of wing of only eight 
feet. 
The stork 
weighs eight times 
more than the pigeon, but in propor­ 
tion has only half as much wing sur­ 
face.

T* one not qualified, a i A few lay­ 
men are, to discriminate intelligently 
between physicians’ prescriptions, pro­ 
prietary medicines and nostrums, it 
may seem little short of a crime to 
hint even that physicians* prescrip­ 
tions are in any manner related to 
nostrums; nevertheless, an impartial 
examination of all the facts in the 
case leads Irresistibly to the conclu­ 
sion that every medicinal preparation 
compounded and dispensed by a physi­ 
cian is, in the strict sense of the word, 
a nostrum, and 
that 
the average, 
ready-prepared proprietary remedy is 
superior to the average specially-pre­ 
pared physicians’ prescription. 
W hat is a nostrum? 
According to 
the Standard Dictionary a nostrum is 
“a medicine the composition of which 
Is kept a secret.” Now, when a physl- 
ciaa compounds and dispenses with 
his own hands a remedy for the treat­ 
m ent of a disease— and it is authorita­ 
tively stated that probably 
60 per 
cent, of all physicians’ prescriptions 
in this country are so dispensed—the 
nam es and quantities of the ingre­ 
dient* which constitute the remedy 
are not made known to the patient. 
Hence, since its composition is kept a 
secret by the physician, the remedy or 
prescription is unquestionably, in the 
true meaning of the word, a Simon- 
pure nostrum. 
Furthermore, the pre­ 
scription compounded by the average 
physician is more than likely to be a 
perfect Jumble—replete with thera­ 
peutic, physiologic and chemical in­ 
compatibilities and bearing all the ear­ 
marks 
of 
pharmaceutical 
incompe­ 
tency; for it is now generally admitted 
that unless a physician has made a 
special study of pharmacy and passed 
some time in a drug store for the pur­ 
pose of gaining a practical knowledge 
of modern pharmaceutical methods, 
he is not fitted to compound remedies 
for his patient^. 
Moreover, a physi­ 
cian who compounds his own prescrip­ 
tions not only deprives the pharmacist 
of his just emoluments, but he endan­ 
gers the lives of patients; for it is 


norance or for mercenary reason* sr# 
opposing the sale of *11 household 
remedies, w hy is it not equally neces­ 
sary for patients to know the compo­ 
sition of the remedy prescribed by * 
physician* 
Does any sane person be­ 
lieve that the opium in a physician’* 
prescription is less potent or less like­ 
ly to create a drug habit than the opi­ 
um in a proprietary medicine? Af * 
matter of fact, more opium-addictt 
and 
cocainficnds 
have 
been 
made 
through the ciiminal carelessness of 
ignorant physicians than by any other 
means. 
Unquestlomably, there are a number 
of proprietary remedies on the m arket 
the sales of which should be' prohibit­ 
ed, and no doubt they will be when 
the requirements of the Food and 
Drugs Act are rigidly enforced; many 
are frauds, pure and simple, and some 
are decidedly harmful. 
Of the aver­ 
age proprietary remedy, however, It 
may truthfully be said that it is dis­ 
tinctly better than the average physi­ 
cians’ prescription; for not only is it* 
composition less secret, but it I* pre­ 
pared for the proprietor by reputable 
manufacturing pharmacists in magnifi­ 
cently equipped laboratories and ua* 
der the supervision and advice of able 
chemists, competent physicians and 
skillful pharmacists. 
It should not be 
considered strange, therefore, that so 
many physicians prefer to prescribe 
these ready-prepared proprietary rem­ 
edies rather than trust those of their 
own devising. 


New and Delicious Way of Preparing 
the Vegetable. 


Cook three cups of asparagus tips 
until tender, then drain. Cream two 
teaspoons each of flour and butter; 
add one-half teaspoon of salt, a dash 
of paprika and a cup of hot milk. Add 
the milk slowly, stirring all the time. 
Cook for five minutes. Remove from 
the range; add four well-beaten eggs, 
a cup of asparagus tips and a tea­ 
spoon of 
chopped 
parsley. 
Butter 
well a small bowl and line it with the 
remainder of the asparagus tips. 
If 
the tips will not adhere readily to 
the sides of the bowl dip them in the 
sauce. 
Now pour in the asparagus 
and sauce; cover with a piece of oiled 
paper; stand bowl in hot water and 
cook in cool oven for la minutes. Turn 
out of the bowl and serve with the 
following sauce; 
Beat two teaspoons of butter to a 
cream; beat in the yolks of two eggs, 
one at a time, and beat with the but­ 
ter very thoroughly. 
Add also a few 
grains of the salt and pepper. Place 
the bowl containing this over hot 
water and add slowly a cup and a half 
of boiling water. 
As soon as the 
mixture thickens remove aud add a 
tablespoon of lemon juice.

Nor can it be said that the average 
physician is any more competent to 
formulate a prescription than he is to 
compound it. 
When memorized or di­ 
rectly copied from a book of ‘ favorite 
prescriptions by famous physicians.”

journal, the prescription may be all 
that it should be. It Is only when the 
physician is required to originate a 
formula on the spur of the moment 
that his incompetency is distinctly evi­ 
dent. 
Seemingly, however, the physi­ 
cians of the United States are little 
worse than the average British physi­ 
cian; for we find Dr. Jam es Burnett, 
lecturer on Practical Materia Medica 
and Pharmacy. Edinburgh, lamenting 
in the Medical Magazine the passing 
of the prescription and bemoaning the

three 
pounds of raw* veal and half as much 
ham into small pieces.

boiled eggs into slices, lay part of 
them in the bottom of a well-buttered 
earthenware dish (it must be rather 
deep), sprinkle with a little minced 
parsley, then put In a layer of the 
veal and ham, with salt and pepper 
to season. 
Proceed with these alter 
nate layers until all Is used, then add 
just enough water to cover it, and 
one tablespoonful of butter rolled in 
one tablespmmful of flour and divided 
into tiny portions, dotted over the top. 
Tie a buttered paper over the dish 
and bake one hour or a little longer In 
a good oven. 
Remove the paper, lay 
a plate over the meat with a weight 
to keep it in place and let It remain 
another hour in a very slow oven. 
When quite cold turn it out on a sil­ 
ver dish and garnish with small let­ 
tuce leaves filled with a spoonful of 
cold cooked peas dressed with a lit­ 
tle mayonnaise.

even in “good contracted Latin.” 
And what, it may be asked, is the 
Status of the written prescription—the 
prescription that is compounded and 
dispensed by the pharmacist—is it, 
too, a nostrum? It may be contended 
that the patient, with the written 
formula In his possession, may learn 
the character 
of the remedy pre­ 
scribed. 
So. possibly, he might if he 
understood Latin and were a physician 
or a pharmacist, but as he usually pos­ 
sesses no professional training and 
cannot read Latin, the prescription is 
practically a 
dead 
secret to him. 
Furthermore, the average prescription 
is so badly written and so greatly 
abbreviated that even the pharmacist, 
skilled as he usually is in deciphering 
medical 
hieroglyphs, 
is 
constantly 
obliged to interview prescribers to 
find out what actually has been pre­ 
scribed. 
It may also be contended, 
that inasmuch a3 the formula is known 
to both physician and pharmacist the 
prescription cannot therefore be a se­ 
cret. But with equal truth it might be 
contended that the formula of any so­ 
called nostrum is not a secret since it 
is known to both proprietor and manu­ 
facturer; for it must not be forgotten 
that, according to reliable authority, 
95 per cent, of the proprietors of so­ 
called patent medicines prepared in 
this country have their remedies made 
for them by large, reputable manufac­ 
turing pharmacists. 
But even should 
a patient be abl© to recognize the 
names of the ingredients mentioned in 
a formula he would only know half 
the story. 
It is seldom, for instance, 
that alcohol Is specifically mentioned 
In a prescription, for it Is usually 
masked in the form of tinctures and 
fluid extracts, as are a great many 
other substances. It Is evident, there­ 
fore, that the ordinary formulated pre­ 
scription is, to the average patient, lit­ 
tle less than a secret remedy or nos­ 
trum. 
On the other hand, the formulae of 
nearly all the proprietary medicines 
that are exploited exclusively to the 
medical profession as well as those 
of a large percentage of the proprie­ 
tary remedies that are advertised to 
the public (the so-called patent medi­ 
cines) are published in full. 
Under 
the Food and Drugs Act, every medi­ 
cinal preparation entering interstate 
commerce is now required to have tho 
proportion 
or 
quantity 
of 
alcohol, 
opium, cocain and other habitform ­ 
ing or harmful ingredients which it 
may contain pjainly printed on the 
label. 
As 
physicians’ prescriptions 
seldom or never enter interstate com­ 
merce they are practically exempt un­ 
der the law. 
And if it he necessary 
for the public to know the composi­ 
tion of proprietary remedies, as is 
contended by those who through is* 


them. 
But in at least two important 
respects they had the advantage over 
their descendants. 
They waged no 
conflict against dirt such as we carry 
on from morning till night. The Eliz­ 
abethan had no prejudice against gar­ 
bage in his front yard, vermin in his 
bedroom, decaying rushes on the floor 
of his banquet hall, or soiled lace in 
his sleeves. The strength of arm and 
spirit which now goes to keeping clean 
was left to the medieval lady for other 
tasks. 
Moreover, although her cloth­ 
ing was gorgeous—rich with embroid­ 
ery and lace, and heavy with jewels— 
it was not subject to rapid changes of 
fashion. 
The cut of a sleeve or the 
hang of a skirt was settled for five 
years rather than five months. 
Life 
was then free from the modern terror 
of “looking like a last year's rag bag.” 
—Youth's Companion. 


Egg Salad. 
While this is a lilt Ie too hearty for 
a dinner salad, it Is just the thing for 
the Sunday night supper. 
Boil the 
eggs hard, remove the shells, cut in 
halves crosswise or lengthwise, and 
take out the yolks. 
Mash the yolks, 
using a silver fork; then season with 
minced chow-chow with a little of the 
mustard sauce from the bottle, a little 
melted butter, salt and pepper, and if 
desired minced olives. 
Return to the 
whites of eggs. arrange on a bed of 
lettuce or cress, dress with French 
dressing or mayonnaise. 
If no olives 
have been used in filling of the eggs, a 
few olives or pimolas scattered over 
the salad add to its decoration.

Nasturtium Salad. 
T his is a delightfully spicy salad 
and most decorative for the Sunday or 
company dinner. 
Pick a goodly num­ 
ber of leaves and blossoms, wash 
well in cold water and shake dry. Ar­ 
range in a shallow glass dish, leaves 
aud flowers forming a border and 
stems running to the center of the 
dish. 
Take tw'o or three cold boiled 
potatoes and slice thin. 
Take 
an 
equal number of tomatoes and slice. 
Then arrange potatoes and tomatoes 
in 
alternate 
circles, 
covering 
the 
steins of the nasturtium and sprinkle 
with a little minced onion and parsley. 
Dress with French dressing and serve 
very cold. 


To Carr Beets. 
Small beets are the best for can­ 
ning. 
Wash as for present use, and 
leave an inch of stalk at top to pre­ 
vent bleeding. 
Boil in slightly salted 
water; peel as for the table. 
Have 
ready 
in 
a 
neighboring 
saucepan 
enough cider vinegar to cover the 
beets. 
You must use your own judg­ 
ment as to quantity. 
To each quart 
of vinegar add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a teaspoonful of strained onion 
juice and a teaspoonful each of pep­ 
per and salt. 
Bring the vinegar to 
the boil. 
Pack the beets while hot 
into heated cans and cover with the 
vinegar from the boiling saucepan.

Big Bird* on Small Wings. 


In the attempt to discover, som» 


universal law of bird Bight, scientists 
have disclosed concerning a number 
ot species a most puzzling paradox, 
perhaps the most mysterious of the 
enigma* that the subject 
presents. 


nay* a writer In Everybody's ijaga- j 
slue. It is that In a number of birds 
and inserts the size ot the wings de- 
creases Jn proportion to the increase 
in atae of the body of the Hying crea- 
ture. 
The Australian crane, for in- 


stance, weighs over 300 times more 
than the sparrow, bat in proportion 
nas only one-seventh the wing area 
of the smaller bird. This curious fact 
la equally striking if we compare birds 
with Insects. 
If the gnat were 
in- 


creased in slxe until It was as large as 
the Australian crane anil If the wings 
of the insect were enlarged to main- 
tain the proportion the) now bear to 
Its body, the.v would be about 150 
times larger than the crane's. It re- 
quires 3.62 square feet of wing area 
per pound to Boat the bank-swallow, 
but to sustain the tawny vulture, a 
monster bird In comparison, requires 
only .68 of a square foot of wing sur- 
face per pound of body The albatross, 
weighing IS pounds, has a spreaii of 
wlug of 11 feet and 6 Inches, while the 
trumpeter swan., weighing. 2S pounds, 
has a spread of wins of only eight 
feet 
The stork weighs eight times 


more than the pigeon, but In propor- 
tion has only half as much wing sur- 
face

ARC PHYSICIANS'. PRESCRIPTIONS 


NOSTRUMS? 


To one not Qualified, a«A few lay- 


men are, to discriminate intelligently 
Between physicians' prescriptions, pro- 
prietary medicines and nostrums, It 
may seem little short of a crime to 
hint even that physicians' prescrip- 
tions are In any manner Mlated to 
nostrums; nevertheless,, an Impartial 
examination ol .11 the facts In the 
case leads Irresistibly to the conclu- 
sion that evew medicinal preparation 
compounded and dispensed by a physi- 
cian I*. In the strict sense of the word, 
a nostnm, and that tho average, 
ready-prepared proprietary remedy Is 
superior to the average specially-pre- 
pared physicians' prescription. 


What Is a noBtrutn? According to 


the Standard Dictionary a nostrum I* 
"a medicine the composition ot which 
Is kept a secret." Now, when a physl- 
claa compounds and dispenses with 
hi* own hands a remedy for the treat- 
ment of a disease—and It Is authorita- 
tively stated that probably 
SO per 


cent, of all physicians' prescriptions 
In this country are so dispensed—tho 
.names and quantities or the Ingre- 
dients which constitute the remedy 
are not made known to the patient. 
Hence, since Its composition Is kept a 
secret by the physician, the remedy or 
prescription is unquestionably. In the 
true meaning of the word, a Simon- 
pure nostrum. Furthermore, the pre- 
scription compounded by the average 
physician is more than likely to be a 
perfect Jumble—replete with thera 
peutlc, physiologic and chemical In 
compatibilities and bearing all the ear 
marks of pharmaceutical Incompe- 
tency1; for It Is now generally adintMec 
that unless a physician has made i 
special study ot pharmacy and passed 
some time in a drug store for the pur 
pose of gaining a practical knowlodg' 
of modern pharmaceutical methods 
he Is not fitted to compound remedies 
for his patients. 
Moreover, a physl 


clan who compounds his own preacrip 
tlons not only deprives the pharmacist 
ot his Just emoluments, but he endan- 
gers the lives of patients; for it Is 
only by the detection and* elimination 
of errors In prescriptions by clever, 
competent prescrlptionists that the 
safety of the public can be effectually 
shielded from the criminal blunders 
of Ignorant physicians. 


Nor can it be said that the average 


physician is any more competent to 
formulate a prescription than he is to 
compound It. When memorized or di- 
rectly copied from a book of "favorite 
prescriptions by famous physicians."

It is only when the 
physician is required to originate a 
formula on the spur ot the moment 
that his incompetency Is distinctly evi- 
dent. Seemingly, however, the physi- 
cians ot the United States are little 
worse than the average British physi- 
cian; for we find Dr. James Burnett, 
lecturer on Practical Materla Medica 
and Pharmacy. Edinburgh, lamenting 
In the Medical Magazine the passing 
of tbe prescription and bemoaning the 
fact that seldom does he find a "final 
man" able to devise a prescription 
even In "good contracted Latin." 


Ant! what. It may be asked. Is the 


Hiatus of the written prescription—the 
prescription that Is compounded and 
dispensed by the pharmacist—Is it, 
too, a nostrum? It may be contended 
that the patient, with the written 
formula In his possession, may learn 
the character 
of the remedy pre- 


scribed. So. possibly, he mlsht it he 
understood Latin and were a physician 
or a pharmaclht. but as he usually pos- 
sesses no professional trainlnK and 
cannot read Latin, the prescription is 
practically a dead secret to him. 
Furthermore, the average prescription 
is so badly written and so greatly 
abbreviated that even the pharmacist, 
skilled as he usually is in deciphering 
medical 
hieroglyphs. Is constantly 


obliged to Interview prescribers to 
find out what actually has been pre- 
scribed. 
It may also be contended, 


that Inasmuch as the formula Is known 
to both physician and pharmacist tho 
prescription cannot therefore be a se- 
cret. But with equal truth it might be 
contended that the formula of any so- 
called nostrum Is not a secret since It 
Is known to both proprietor and manu- 
facturer; for It must not be forgotten 
that, according to reliable authority, 
»5 per cent, of the proprietors ot so- 
called patent medicines prepared In 
this country have their remedies made 
for them by large, reputable manufac- 
turing pharmacists. But even should 
a patient be able to recognize the 
names of the Ingredients mentioned In 
a formula he would only know half 
the story. It Is seldom, for instance, 
that alcohol Is specifically mentioned 
In a prescription, for it Is usually 
masked in the form of tinctures and 
fluid extracts, as are a great many 
other substances. It Is evident, there- 
fore, that the ordinary formulated pre- 
scription is, to the average patient, lit- 
tle less than a secret remedy or nos- 


leve that the opium in a physician* 
prescription Is less potent or less like- 
y to create a drug habit than the opi- 
um In a proprietary medicine? At m 
•matter of tact, more 
opium-aidictf 


and 
cocain-flenat 
have been mai» 


through tlte criminal cartlennett at 
ignorant phyticiant than *» any other 


eans. 
TJnquestlo»ably, there are a number 


of proprietary remedies on th» market 
the sales of which should be prohibit- 
ed, and no doubt they will be when 
the requirements of the Food and 
Drugs Act are rigidly enforced; many 
are frauds, pure and simple, and som* 
are decidedly harmful. Of the aver- 
age proprietary remedy, however, M 
may truthfully be said that it is dis- 
tinctly better than the average physi- 
cians' prescription; for not only Is tt* 
composition less secret, but It Is pre- 
pared for the proprietor by reputable 
manufacturing pharmacists In magnifi- 
cently equipped laboratories aad ua- 
der the supervision and advice of abl* 
chemists, competent physicians and 
skillful pharmacists. It should not be 
considered strange, therefore, that so 
many physicians prefer to prescribe 
these ready-prepared proprietary rem- 
edies rather than trust those of their 
own devising.

Cook three cups of asparagus tips 


until tender, then drain. Cream two 
teaspoons each of flour and butter; 
add one-half teaspoon of salt, a dash 
of paprika and a cup of hot milk. 'Add 
the milk slowly, stirring all the time. 
Cook for five minutes. Remove from 
the range; add four well-beaten eggs, 
a cup of asparagus tips and a tea- 
spoon of chopped parsley.

•boiled egss into slices,' lay part of 
them In the bottom of a well-buttered 
earthenware dish (it must be rather 
deep), sprinkle with a little minced 
parsley, then put In a layer of the 
veal and ham, with salt and pepper 
to season. 
Proceed with these alter- 


nate layers until all Is used, then add 
just enough water to cover It, and 
one tablespoonful of butter rolled In 
one tablespoonful of flour and divided 
into tiny portions, dotted over the top. 
Tie a buttered paper over the dish 
and bake one hour or a little longer In 
a cood oven. 
Remove the paper, lay 


a plate over the meat with a weight 
to kaep it in place and let It remain 
anobher hour In a very slow oven. 
When quite cold turn it out on a sil- 
ver dish and garnish with small let- 
tuce leaves filled with a spoonful of 
cold cooked peas dressed with a lit- 
tle ma>onnalse.

company dinner. Pick a goodly num- 
1>»! of leaves and blossoms, wash 
well In cold water and shake dry Ar- 
ranse In a shallow glass dish, leaves 
anil floweis forming a border and 
stems lunning to the center of the 
dish 
Take two or three cold boiled 


potatoes and slice thin. 
Take 
an 


equal number of tomatoes and slice. 
Then ariange potatoes and tomatoes 
in 
alternate circles, covering the 


stems of tho nasturtims and sprinkle 
with a little minced onion and parsley. 
Diess with French dressing and serve 
very cold. 


To Can" Beets. 


Small beets are the best for can- 


ning 
Wash aa for present use, and 


lea\e an inch of stalk at top to pre- 
vent bleeding. Holl in slightly salted 
water; peel as for the table. 
Have 


ready 
In a 
neighboring saucepan 


enough elder vinegar to cover the 
beets. 
You must use your own Judg- 


ment as to quantity. 
To each quart 


ot vinegar add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a teaspoon ful of strained onion 
juice and a teaspoonful each of pep- 
jier and salt. 
IJring the vinegar to 


the boll. 
Pack the beets while hot 


Into heated cans and cover with the 
vinegar from the boiling saucepan. 


Raspberry Popovers.

light as for cake; add two cupfuls of 
milk and beat again, then add two 
cupfuls of sifted flour, a little salt and 
beat all smooth.

ABE PHYSICIANS' PRESCRIPTIONS 


NOSTRUMS? 


T» one not qualified, alt few lay- 


men are, to discriminate intelligently 
between physicians' prescriptions, pro- 
prietary medicines and nostrums, it 
may seem little short ot a crime to 
hint even that physicians prescrip- 
tions ere In anr manner Mlated to 
nostrums; nevertheless, an Impartial 
examination of mil the facts In the 
case leads Irresistibly to the conclu- 
sion that every medicinal preparation 
compounded and dispensed by a physi- 
cian la. In the strict sense ot the word, 
a nostnm, and that the average, 
ready-prepared proprietary remedy Is 
superior to the average specially-pre- 
pared physicians' prescription. 


What Is a nostrum? According to 


the Standard Dictionary a nostrum 1* 
"a medicine the composition ot which 
U kept a secret." Now, when a physi- 
cian compounds and dispenses with 
hi* own hands a remedy tor the treat- 
ment ot a disease—and it la authorita- 
tively stated that probably 60 per 
cent, of all physicians' prescriptions 
In this country are so dispensed—tho 
.names and quantities ot the ingre- 
dients which constitute the remedy 
arc not made known to the patient 
Hence, since Its composition is kept a 
secret by tbe physician, the remedy or 
prescription is unquestionably, in the 
true meaning of the word, a Simon- 
pure nostrum. Furthermore, the pre- 
scription compounded by the average 
physician is more than likely to be a 
perfect Jumble—replete with thera- 
peutic, physiologic and chemical In- 
compatibilities and bearing all the ear- 
marks of pharmaceutical Incompe- 
tency, for it is now generally admitted 
that unless a phv slclan has made a 
special study ot pharmacy and passed 
some time in a drug store for the pur- 
pose of gaining a practical knowledge 
of modern pharmaceutical methods, 
he is not fitted to compound remedies 
for his patients 
Moreover, a phjsi- 


clan who compounds his own prescrip- 
tions not onlv deprives the pharmacist 
ot his just emoluments but he endan- 
gers the lives of patients, for it is 
onlv by the detection and* elimination 
of errors in prescriptions by clever, 
competent prescrlptlonista that the 
safetv of the public can be effectually 
shielded from the criminal blunders 
of Ignorant phvsicians 


Nor cap it be said that the average 


phvslclan is anv more competent to 
formulate a prescription than he is to 
compound it 
"When memorized or di- 


rectly copied from a book of 
favorite 


prescriptions bv famous phv sicians " 
or from some text book or medical 
journal, the prescription may be all 
that it should be It is only when the 
ph> slclan is required to originate a 
formula on the spur ot the moment 
that his incompetency Is distinctly evi- 
dent. Seemingly, however, the phv si- 
ciaus ot the United States are little 
worse than the average British physi- 
cian, for we find Dr James Burnett, 
lecturer on Practical Materla Medica 
and Pharmac-j. Edinburgh, lamenting 
in the Medical Magazine the passing 
of tbe prescrlptlor and bemoaning the 
fact that seldom does he find a final 
man" able to devise a prescription 
even in Rood conttacted Latin ' 


Ant! wh.it it may be asked is the 


itatus of the written prescription—the 
prescription that ib compounded and 
dispensed by the pharmacist—is it, 
too a nostrum' It may be contended 
that the patient 
with the written 


Formula in his possession mav learn 
the characttr 
of the remedy pre- 


scribed 
So posslblj he Diisht if he 


understood L,atin and were a phvsician 
or a pharmacist but as he usually pos- 
sesses no professional tialnInK and 
cannot read Latin the prescription is 
practically a dead secret to him 
Furthermore, the average prescription 
s so batllv wiitten and so greatly 
abbreviated that even the pharmacist, 
skilled as he usually is In deciphering 
medical 
hieroglj phs. Is constantly 


obliged to Interview preseribers to 
find out what actually has been pre- 
scribed 
It may also be contended, 


hat Inasmuch as the formula Is known 
to both ph> slclan and pharmacist tbo 
prescription cannot therefore be a se- 
cret. But with equal truth it might be 
contended that the formula of any so- 
called nostrum Is not a secret since It 
s known to both proprietor and manu- 
lacturer, for It must not be forgotten 
:hat, according to reliable authority, 
»5 per cent ot the proprietors of so- 
called patent medicines prepared in 
:hls country have their remedies made 
'or them bv large, reputable manufac- 
.uring pharmacists 
But even should 


a patient be able to recognize tha 
names ot the ingredients mentioned In 


formula he would only know half 


tbe story 
It Is seldom, for instance, 


.hat alcohol is specifically mentioned 
n a prescription, for it is usually 
masked in the form of tinctures and 
luid extracts, as are a great many 
other substances It la evident, there- 
'ore, that the ordinary formulated pre- 
scription is, to the average patient, Ht- 
le less than a secret remedy or nos- 
trum. 


On the other hand, the formulae of 


nearly all the proprietary medicines 
hat are exploited exclusively to the 
medical profession as well as those 
if a large percentage of the proprie- 
tary remedies that are advertised to 
he public (the so called patent medi- 
cines) are published in full 
Under 


he Food and Drugs Act, every medi- 
cinal preparation entering Interstate 
commerce is now required to have tho 
proportion or quantity of alcohol, 
opium, eocaln and other habit form- 
ng or harmful Ingredients which It 
may contain pjainly printed on the 


ibel. 
As physicians' prescriptions 


seldom or never enter interstate com- 
merce they are practically exempt un- 
ler the law. And if It be necessary 
'or tbe public to know the compost- 
ion ot proprietary remedies, as Is 
kontandeil by those who through ig- 


norance or far mercenary reasons arc 
opposing the sale ot all househol 
remedies, why it it not equally ncces 
*ary for patients to Know the compe- 
tition of the remedy fretarloet by 
Bftyifctonr 
Docs any sane person be- 


lieve that the opium In a physician' 
prescription Is less potent or less like- 
ly to create a drng habit than the op 
um In a proprietary medicine? As 
matter of fact, more opium-addict 
ant 
cocatnflenfa 
have been mat 


through the oimtnal carelessness o 
ignorant phi/tittant than ty any other 
means. 


Unquestionably, there are a numbe 


of pioprletary remedies on tne marke 
the sales of which should he* prohibit 
ed, and no doubt they will be whe: 
the requirements of the Food an 
Drugs Act are rigidly enforced; man 
are frauds, pure and simple, and som 
are decidedly harm/ill 
Ot the aver- 


age proprietary remedy, however, i 
may truthfully be said that it I* dis- 
tinctly better than the average phys 
clans' prescription; for not only is it 
composition less secret, but It la pri 
pared for the proprietor by reputabl 
manufacturing pharmacists In magatC 
centlr equipped laboratories aad ua 
der the supervision and advice of abl 
chemists, competent physicians am 
skillful pharmacists 
It should not be 


considered atrange. therefore, that s 
many physicians prefer to prescribe 
these ready prepared proprietary rem 
edles rather than trust those ot the! 
own devising

Ing was gorgeous—rich with embroid- 
ery and lace and heavy with jewels— 
it was not subject to rapid changes ot 
fashion

yeais rather than five months

New and Delicious Way of Preparing 


tha Vegetable. 


Cook three cups of asparagus tips 


until tender, then drain Cream two 
teaspoons each of flour and butter; 
add one halt teaspoon of salt, a dash 
of paprika and a cup of hot milk. Add 
the milk slowly, stirring all tha time. 
Cook for five minutes Remove from 
the lange, add four well beaten eggs, 
a cup of asparagus tlpa and a tea- 
spoon of chopped paisley

well a small bowl and line it with the 
remalndei of the asparagus t)ps. It 
the tips will not adhere readily to 
the sides of the bowl dip them in the

Now pour In the asparagus

of boiling water
